This is a very tine aoil weat of 
thaae billa. and eighteen milaa 
from bara ia tlie aalt plaina. This 
waa raaarrad by tha Goveinment 
Tor the salt It is twelve by four- 
teen miles and looks like a lake 
that ia frosan ovar and a akim of 
anow over it. Can drive over it of a 
dry time This is a curiosity and 
a great place for ducka and geese, 
i'eople aomatimaa loaa thair ayes 
sporting on it; yon can aaa mir- 
aga by looking across it. 

Seven miles west of the plait-s 
is Cherokee, a thriving and beau- 
tifal littia town, on tba Oriaat R. 
R. and in a beautiful country 

Six miles South of me is a little 
string uf hills about two miies 
long, running aaat and waat, than 
atrikaa off laval, a taigb and vary 
fine country 

This country is well settled up 
and with people from almoat arary 
Stata, and tba? aaam to ba a fairly 
good and civilized people, yet are 
not much christianized It is eas 
ier to get company to a show or to 
a public aala tban to obnroh. The 
churohaa ara aprinklad all o^^er 
the country: four are in siylit (jf 
me; almoat avary denomination ia 
repraaented hara. 

Wa bava a good acbool ayatam 
bere, aoboola from fiva to eight 
months; we have an eight months 
school. We are getting telephones 
and rural mail runtaapratty mnch 
all over the country. 

Most of this is a very tine soil, 
is level enough and deep enough t 
and aaema to ba atrong enough, 
aoma of it aaama to ba rather aau- 
dy but ia our beat corn land; this 
is not a good corn country and 
there ia not much grown here, 
thara ara vioa, tbrifty groTaa all 
ovar the country containing cot- 
tonwood, locust, maple, mulberry, 
ash and catalpa. There is lots of 
oottonwooda in tha lowlanda over 
a foot tbrongb. Tha mulberry is 
adwarfwilha thick, busliy tnp, 
moatly used for windbreaks about 
oroharda and buildinga; ii ia also 
oaad with catalpa and l3cnata for 
postF, and bears lots of fruit 

Kverytliin^^ liHs to he cultivnted. 
Weeds and grass grow to perfec- 
tion, tba rankaat waada and crab 
grasa I aver aaw. 

Passing through my orchard ono 
day 1 pulled up a bunch of grass 
aiid it measured tifty two inches 
from root to bloom and waa ooarae 
aooordiogly; moat all tba waada 
prow here that grow in the manur 
ed and rioheat landa of Kentuoky. 
Tba iron waad« oaralaat, paraley,
